MAINE Bud Jones, 
resplendent bell-shaped straw hat 
and shirt splashed with red hibiscus, 
strutted through the eager crowd walking 
his chicken, Freddie, leash. The bird 
looked equally festive red cape 
emblazoned with lightning bolt.

barbecue Freddie goes.” 

His audience cackled bloodthirsty 
approval and other contenders all 
hurriedly registered their entries the 
Chicken Flying Contest. Peter Vigue, the 
unflappable mayor Pittsfield, took the 
microphone read the contest rules 
which there were few, although someone 
had made point ruling pigeons and 
buzzards ineligible. start 
your Vigue crowed. 

Only the Fifth Annual Central Maine 
Egg Festival staged June could 
induce normally subdued insurance agent 
Jones come out his shell, 
transform Mayor Vigue into Grade-A 
ham. fact, this entire town 4200 
turned bit loony for the occasion. 
Pittsfielders painted pictures chickens 
the windows their stores, served 
breakfast for 600 a.m. and assembled 
mile-long festival parade featuring 
floats with such themes 
Atheneum Club: Always Hatching New 
Ideas’’ all, apparently, pay homage 
the egg. 

Actually, the attention eggs 
largely matter default. Pittsfield isn’t 
biggest chicken-farming region, 
and the state itself ranks 14th the 
nation egg production. But the town 
fathers who hatched this annual 
celebration knew they wanted some sort 
day-long bash that would both 
promote their community and help 
feather the nests the local Kiwanis, 
Jaycees and other service groups. Rather 
than stage Swivel Chair Festival 
Church Vestments Festival (the town 
famous for both), they hit upon eggs. 
Thousands them. 

Tommy Wright, the hard-boiled 
former mayor whose grocery store 
supplied raw materials cost for the 
day’s repasts, estimated that the 
community breakfast alone required 
least 3000 eggs, 210 pounds 
Crisp-Rite bacon and 100 loaves 
Nissen Old Settler White Bread. And 
that’s without even thinking about the 
ingredients for the omelette lunch the 
barbecued-chicken dinner. 


and his provisions showed 


the festival site even earlier than 
did. come around five greet the 
flock Arts Club ladies who cooked 
breakfast The Largest Frying 
Pan skillet ten feet across, donated 
Alcoa and Teflon-coated, gratis, 
DuPont) over the flame The 
Largest Propane Burner. (The pan, 
incidentally, stored hangar the 
Pittsfield Municipal Air Field between 
festivals.) 

When first heard the egg festival, 
breakfast was billed The World’s 
Largest Omelette, which led some 
interesting speculations. How does one 
flip the world’s largest omelette? Does 
one import large crane, enlist 
volunteers waders? And the 
world’s largest omelette filled with? The 
world’s largest dollop Velveeta? 

truth, breakfast consisted 
hundreds orders fried scrambled 
eggs, served with bacon and toast. Still, 
preparing all did present some 
challenges. The Arts Club brood had 
wield spatulas with four-foot handles 
order flip the eggs and toast across that 


expanse polytetrafluoroethylene. 


Worse, the Largest Frying Pan 
prone extreme warping: the chefs 
didn’t move quickly enough, their eggs 
slid irretrievably into Teflon ravine. 
And the Largest Propane Burner 
supplied generous but uneven heat. 
toast even toasting,” clucked one 


Arts Clubber. having awful 

spite all, nearly 600 early birds 
breakfasted beneath the blue-and-yellow 
food tent before parade time. Everyone 
from Pittsfield who wasn’t the festival 
parade took positions along Main 
Street hour early, there amused 
the interim hawker from 
Marlboro, Mass., who urged them 
shell out for Red Sox pennants and Fun 
Snaps (little packets paper and 
gunpowder that when you 
throw them against the sidewalk car 
chicken, you throw them hard 
enough). 

was splendid parade, starting the 
top the pecking order with Mayor 
Vigue and family black Eldorado 
convertible with son perched the 
back seat holding sign that read 
“MAYOR.” There followed vintage 
Packard carrying last year’s Egg Princess, 
waving proudly, the Pink Panther Drill 
Team Millinocket fuchsia-plumed 
hats, baton twirlers sequins and 
sneakers, marching bands, flock 
Pentecostals passing out Judgment Day 
literature and, course, the egg floats. 
elderly gentlemen cruised the 
back ancient fire truck. was 
playing tenor saxophone requests with 
bit much vibrato. Several horses and two 
yokes oxen plodded past, followed 
carefully treading Boy Scouts. The 
parade finale involved every piece fire- 
fighting equipment available within 30- 
mile radius, sirens screaming. 

Serving the backdrop for all this 
pageantry were the ordinarily prosaic 
windows the town’s banks, ‘hardware 
and Western Auto stores, infiltrated the 
day before paint-toting townsfolk 
who had transformed the panes into giant 
posters heavy egg puns: 
Lots Small Fry the Egg 
Taking Groovy Chick the Egg 
etc. 


the day’s activities, 


however, centered around nearby 
Manson Park. There, visiting 
craftspeople displayed crucifixes 
burned matches and This 
wall plaques amid yards crocheting. 
Except for Christmas-tree ornaments 
made L’Eggs panty-hose containers 
dunked glitter, there were 
dismayingly few poultry-related craft 
items. But there were That 
for quarter apiece. The 
saleslady demonstrated: bounce

Manson Park was also the site the 
Kiwanis kiddie rides, the 
Detroit (Maine) Methodist Church 
chiliburger stand, the Bingo tent and the 
usual array small-town fair games. Egg 
Princess candidates strolled about, all 
smiles, throughout the day, conspicuous 


the banners identifying their sponsors. 


(like Bud’s Shop ‘N’ Save) that 
draped across the bibbed hot pants the 
contest organizers required them wear. 

One tent, notably underpopulated 
most the time, offered slide shows and 
lectures egg lore. 
the schedule 
promised.) saw “Egg and 
“Brooding Chicks.’’ Dr. Forest Muir 
the University Maine Orono Poultry 
Extension Service roosted here well, 
along with exhibit chicken embryos 
and the entries the Largest Egg 
Contest. 

previous years, this competition had 
been international affair attracting 
entry from Korea (it came scrambled) and 
one from Poland (disqualified because the 
Poles had drained the contents their 
egg for shipping, thus making 
impossible for Dr. Muir verify that 
came from chicken). Atop the display 
1977 contenders sat last year’s winner 
(from farmer McCall, Idaho), gold- 
plated the custom. This year the 
festival could scratch only six entries, 
all from Maine, and the title was 


reclaimed for the home state Richard 
Jose from Stockton Springs and his 
record-breaking 174-cc beauty (measured 
water displacement). 


mid-afternoon sizable crowd had 
gathered around the stage flatbed Ford) 
witness the Chicken Flying Contest, 
new attraction the Festival this year. 

Bud and Freddie’s flamboyant gear and 
cocky attitudes notwithstanding, other 
hopefuls bravely signed shoot for 
the $50 prize.

(ENG) replace film cameras. 

The editors, eight whom are still 
working Channel are members 
local 1228 the International Brother- 
hood Electrical Workers (IBEW), but 
they constitute distinct minority the 
union, outnumbered more than four 
one technicians, higher-paid em- 
ployees who perform various jobs. the 
station has followed the national trend 
toward greater reliance ENG (called 
Action Cam Channel 5), has main- 
tained its policy assigning videotape 
editing technicians. This lorig- 
standing division labor, but has 
become controversial recently ENG 
operations have become more important. 
Other stations are facing similar union 
problems, and will doubtless watch- 
ing developments WCVB. 

The union has not objected the cur- 
rent arrangement, but pressing 
management give the editors the higher 
technician status instead discharging 
them (four editors have been laid off). 
Editors might satisfied with this solu- 
tion, but are not convinced the techni- 
posing it. similar modus vivendi has 
already been reached, with lay-offs, 
Channel 7.) 

The editors, feeling caught the 
middle, have launched suit against both 
the station and Local 1228 seeking rein- 
statement the four editors already let 
go, punitive damages and legal fees. The 
suit pending federal district court 
before Judge Walter Skinner.

against the Copley News Service, which 
maintains national wire service and 
runs two California dailies. According 
the study, which appears the August 
issue Penthouse magazine, Copley has 
never been legitimate editorial institu- 
tion; instead, has functioned arm 
government intelligence agencies and 
cover for their operatives. 

The Penthouse story reveals that 
Copley employees were simultaneously 
employed the CIA; that Copley papers 
published derogatory ‘‘raw 
supplied the FBI about people 
wished discredit; that thousands 
photographs, articles and memos ‘that 
were never printed anywhere were for- 
warded the FBI; and that reporters 
covering demonstrations were told 
alert, write down everything you hear, 
listen for names, and determine the 
strength protest movements,” even 
though such details were rarely pub- 
lished. 

The article, the absence con- 
vincing denials, destoys whatever credi- 
bility Copley may have. But also 
touches the larger question the con- 
flict between genuinely free press and 
the whims beliefs the businessmen 
and investors who run newspapers. 

Among those who reportedly sub- 
mitted memoranda the FBI while work- 
ing for Copley were Herbert Klein, for- 
mer editor Copley’s San Diego Union, 
and the paper’s current editor, Gerald 
Warren. Both further distinguished 
themselves men the Nixon White 
House.

Especially for 
those who support the right women 
make their own abortion decisions, un- 
hindered the state, the event seemed 
bizarre throwback the days before the 
1973 Supreme Court edict affirming that 
right the days when safe, sanitary and 
affordable abortions were against the law 
and largely unavailable. Especially the 
poor. 

those days, emotional, tortuous, 
day-long abortion hearings were annual 
events Beacon Hill, guaranteed pro- 
duce lots rhetoric about coat hangers 
and back-alley butchers the one hand 
and about the murder the innocent un- 
born the other. Members the Social 
Welfare Committee, which always heard 
the testimony, would then invariably of- 
fer their own little aphorisms like 
ter which the bills legalize abortion 
would quickly and quietly die the 
largely conservative, Roman Catholic leg- 
islature.

Fruit sherbet: 


ice-cold dessert

this hot weather, when even 
eating seems effort, should take 
lesson from the ancient Turks who, half- 
way through banquets, offered their 
guests ice-cold fruit drinks called shar- 
bahs. These were not quite liquid and not 
quite solid, mass minuscule ice par- 
ticles that instantly melted the mouth. 
now know them sorbets (pro- 
nounced sherbets, and al- 
though hardly need appetite re- 
viver midway through supper, sorbets re- 
main glorious and refreshing, especially 
end any meal. 

These fine cool desserts come other 
versions: ices, frappes and granites, all 
coarser and more granular than the sor- 
bet, and without its keeping properties. 

Even you consider your freezer 
inadequate, makes ice cubes, will 
make sorbets any the variations. 


cold your freezer is; you should turn 
its lowest setting possible), this mag- 
ical process produces ice. you stir 
less frequently you will have larger ice 
crystals and make frappe. And you 
stir hardly all, the resulting granular 
mixture will granite. The reason 
these three vagiations don’t last long 
that they don’t contain stabilizer, which 
keeps them from hardening completely 
solid state. 

Sorbets, the other hand, contain two 
ingredients that act stabilizers: un- 
flavored gelatin and beaten egg white.

When visited, appetizers 
were limited fruit juice, to- 
mato juice soup the day, 
which was minestrone (40 cents 
cup, 60-cents bowl). was 
homemade, but thin and acidic. 

Salad (60 cents) consisted 
iceberg lettuce, grated carrot, 
wedge fresh tomato and sliced 


cucumber and green pepper. This’ 


boring combination was saved 
two excellent homemade dress- 
ings which arrived the table 
old ketchup bottles: oil and 
vinegar was delicately herbed and 
spiced, and the creamy Italian was 
correctly assertive. 

Veal Parmesan with Spaghetti 
($1.95) included tenderized por- 
tion composition cutlet, coated 
with mozzarella and the house to- 
mato sauce that served with 
many dishes. The taste was not 
that delicate veal but rather 
those prefabricated cutlets sold 
supermarket freezer sections. 
Still, wasn’t bad taken for what 
was, although the sauce shared 
the minestrone’s tendency toward 
the acidic. Parmesan cheese may 


actually have been used the 


preparation this dish, al- 
though that was not readily ap- 
parent. However, excellent fresh 
ground romano was provided 
the table. The pasta portion was 
boiled trifle past dente, but 
still was reasonably firm and ac- 
ceptable. 

Eggplant Parmesan with Spa- 
ghetti ($1.95) was good. The 
success this concoction lies 
the use perfectly prepared egg- 
plant and interesting sauce;

Spaghetti with Meat Balls

are plenty books around that 
will tell you how repair car how 
adjust the points, change the oil, check 
the spark plugs, and on. You might 
even have one them home. But you 
may have decided, after few exper- 
iences futility, that all this preventive 
maintenance just not worth the trouble. 
Why make career adjusting brake 
shoes and rotating tires when you can 
leave such troublesome details 
mechanic?

This laissez-faire attitude will un- 
doubtedly spare you skinned knuckles 
and calloused hands; you may even begin 
fancy yourself happy-go-lucky guy 
(or gal).

All 
sudden, need some hard facts 
hurry. Can fake the exit? Should 
call tow truck? the engine melting 
down? The situation will from bad 
worse when you discover that your last 
hope the owner’s manual deals only 
with seat adjustment and touch-up paint. 

The predicament has great dramatic 
possibilities, but the future there 
any need for embarrassing emotional 
outbursts. Armed with this, the 
Summer Breakdown Guide com- 


pendium information useful even 
the most mechanically naive driver 
you'll able contend with the scariest 
summer driving hazards. For road 
troubles ranging from overheating the 
oil warning light, tell you when you 
should stop, when you can fake it, and 
when you should call tow truck and 
glad alive. The mechanical details 
are kept minimum (you don’t want 
know how the water pump works, 
you?), but there’s enough advice here 
get you out almost any summer jam. 
don’t just read this: clip and store 
your glove compartment. your car 
dies the Tobin Bridge this Labor Day 
weekend, glad you did. 


Overheating 

Engineers calculate that the com- 
bustion temperature the burning gases 
inside your engine about 5000 
degrees temperature that theor- 
etically capable turning the engine into 
puddle molten metal something 
less than minutes. The cooling system 
the only thing standing between you 
and such catastrophe, and though this 
system relatively simple and trouble- 
free, heavy summer driving especially 
when traffic slows will sometimes 
cause even the best-maintained engines 
lose their cool. And the way you handle 
overheating engine can often make the 
difference between minor delay and 
serious very serious trouble. 
before any further, let present 
the two cardinal rules overheating: 

your car overheating (the tem-

perature gauge shoots way up, the car 
starts stalling, steam begins rise from 
under the hood), pull over and stop the 
car.

With these serious and potentially dan- 
gerous mistakes out the way, 
back and start the beginning. 


Keeping your engine cool

(This 
might cause you overheat, but you 
have everything.) 

you are standing still, shift into 
neutral and rev the engine the higher 
engine speed will speed the water 
pump and the fan, and the increased 
air circulation will promote 
cooling. 

Stay off the brakes. Any resistance 
the engine increases the load and 
causes heat faster. 

your cooling system reasonable 
condition, these extra measures will help 
keep the needle the cool side the 
temperature gauge. But don’t press your 


luck: soon you reach the first road- 
side restaurant, pull off, stop the car, and 
while cools down, inside and have 
yourself ice cream cone. You deserve 
it. 


The engine overheats 

the temperature gauge continues 
rise, it’s pull over. Shut off the 
engine, open the hood and wait. Remem- 
ber: don’t touch the radiator cap until the 
engine cools. When it’s cool, get some- 
thing protect your hand (that cap 
hot!) and, once you have gotten your 
bearings front, close the hood your 
arm just barely reaches under it. This 
way, the radiator does spray water, 
will hit the inside the hood and not 
your face. 

the radiator cap has latch top 
(called safety pressure cap), lift the 
latch. should make sound some- 
where between the fresh can 
coffee and the roar the ocean, de- 
pending how much pressure has built 
up. the cap doesn’t have latch, simply 
twist slowly the pressure escapes 
little time. your new car has pres- 
sure cap that says NOT REMOVE, don’t 
touch it. Next the radiator you will find 
tube. This the recovery sys- 
sort reserve tank for the cool- 
ing system. the cap you want 
open. 

your radiator coolant recovery 
container bone dry, you should try 
spot ruptured hose major leak 
checking for wet spots around the radi- 
ator. looks like got substan- 
tial leak, don’t drive all, because with- 
out water, the engine will heat its 
previous high temperature matter 
seconds and there will nothing 
stop from going even higher, with dis- 
astrous consequences. this case, grit 
your teeth and call tow truck. 

However, you checked the 
water level recently and you suspect 
simply has evaporated, then all means 
get some water there. Some- 
times the emergency road service trucks 
will have water. you may able 
walk hitch ride gas station and 
bring some back. (Remember, careful 
with cold water hot engine.) any

Where there water, there hope: 
the cooling system not dry, often 
possible limp the nearest service sta- 
tion. Simply drive carefully and slowly 
(keeping mind the four pointers given 
above) until the signs overheating re- 
appear. Then pull over and let the engine 
cool. When sufficiently cool, start 
over. there some fluid the cooling 
system (be sure check each time you 
stop), the engine will not damaged. 

This stop-and-go procedure will get 
you gas station, but your car 
overheating every few miles, not 
going make the Cape. the 
first opportunity you should stop and ex- 
amine the situation. Unfortunately, you

your fan belt OK, the next con- 


sideration should be: there any coolant 
the radiator? Many people think 
coolant, chemical called ethylene glycol 
that raises the boiling point water, 
extra additive like STP used only 
people who drive Stingrays. But the 
summer months, when most engines are 
operating equal above the boiling 
point water, coolant essential. Most 
auto manufacturers recommend 50-50 
mixture coolant and water, you 
suspect your ratio below this (if you 
remember the last time you added 
coolant, most gas stations have gauges 
that will indicate the ratio coolant 
water) and the engine continues over- 


heat, get some coolant. Almost all service 
stations stock this time year. 

The average driver finds difficult 
get serious about his her radiator cap.

Since there water, the 
oil keeps the interior parts the engine 
from getting too hot. (There oil 
cooler mounted the engine that oper- 
ates much like the radiator water- 
cooled engine.) For this reason you 
should keep the oil level high during hot 
weather get maximum protec- 
tion.

Sure, its stiff and stale, 
just like most other recent sequels suc- 
cessful movies, but it’s got all the right 
components: baseball, cute little boys 
summer, Warm Human Relationship 
(between the team’s delinquent slugger 
and his long-lost father) and, course, 
the Big Game, swell cliffhanger staged 
the Houston Astrodome.

Instead settling for the tri- 
umph-of-the-underdog theme that’s ani- 
mated every sports tale since The Babe 
Ruth Story, Ritchie peered slyly the 
sleazy social pressures surrounding even 
the most innocent competitive rituals. 
may have aimed his potshots such easy 
targets the tackiness Little League 
fund-raisers, but scored 
keenly observed and full 
well-chosen Southern California detail. 
Moreover, managed authen- 
tically affectionate without being overly 
cute. Its grown-ups may have been 
vicious the heat competition and its 
toddlers spouted dialogue like 
out your but the exhilaration 
sport always shone through. 

Oddly, this sequel embraces all the 
smarm and kitsch film mocked. 
revels the rancid splendor Hilton 
Hotels and the glitter the Astrodome. 
Where Ritchie envisioned the team’s 
backer corrupt city councilman using 
the kids pay off political favors, the se- 
quel depicts his counterpart, Bud- 
weiser representative (Clifton James), 
benevolent amalgam Chill Wills and 
Santa Claus one suspects Anheuser- 
Busch was among the film’s chief 
backers. And for the sharp wit 
the sequel substitutes sentimentality 
gobs it. Ritchie and his screenwriter, 
Bill Lancaster, used sight gags and casual 
vulgarities render the children more 
realistic, avoiding the kind cloying 
cuddliness that ruins most movies about 
kids. Alas, Breaking Training those

ern and Western Europe see the world. 
The Western Europeans either look out 
directly, observing the flow nature, the 
life other countries, they tell liter- 
ate, sophisticated stories. The Eastern 
Europeans, with more strictly con- 
trolled film industry, not mention so- 
ciety, turn inward, with penchant for 
the allegorical and the terrifying. 

The two strongest films the group, 
Claude Lelouch’s and Hungarian 
Laszlo Lugossy*s Cirkusz, bear out this 
dichotomy. Lelouch’s film stunning 
collage Vogue-ish images 
people, business, sports, industry and 
education. Edited down minutes’ 
running time from six miles footage, 
unnarrated travelogue which the 
usual soundtrack platitudes are replaced 
every visual trick the book. How- 
ever, the commonplace prettiness Le- 
louch’s style (watching his images flash 
lot like spinning postcard rack) 
not enough dilute the force his sub- 
ject matter.

Lyons has long been one 
Ireland’s major historians, but 
this time even has outdone 
himself. His biography the 
19th-century nationalist leader, 
Charles Parnell, classic: 
readable, detailed, auth- 
oritative. The book finally makes 
clear how Parnell managed his re- 
markable balancing act towards 
the end the Victorian era, when 
succeeded driving tan- 
dem two distinct and usually war- 
ring elements Irish politics. 
First there was the nationalist 
parliamentary party some 
members, adept obstructing the 
workings the imperial govern- 
ment Westminster but primar- 
ily dedicated achieving reform 
for Ireland and, above all else, 
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legislative independence con- 
stitutional means. Then there 
were the Fenians and other viol- 
ent members 
worked moonlight the Irish 
countryside, implementing 
wide-ranging but simple pro- 
gram terror and agitation. 
How did Parnell keep this un- 
likely combination together? 
Partly playing the Fenians, 
promising them more than 
probably believed certainly 
could deliver: independent Ire- 
land linked England only 
the non-bond the monarchy 
(an idea far ahead its time and 
totally unacceptable Great Brit- 
ain). the same time, however, 
Parnell sapped their strength 
assiduously promoting variety 
land-purchase schemes de- 
owning (and law-abiding) peas- 
antry. Meanwhile, binding the 
strong parliamentary party, Par- 
nell forged common-sense al- 
liance with the Liberal party 
W.E. Gladstone, whose self-im- 
posed mission pacifying Ire- 
land led him 1886 introduce 
the first (and unsuccessful) Home 
Rule bill. This alliance consider- 
ably strengthened the constitu- 
tional wing and forced the Fen- 
ians draw their claws and 
await the end the parliamen- 
tary saraband Westminster. 
Though defeated its first time 
around, Home Rule for Ireland 
would very likely have been 
achieved time, forced through 
Gladstone and nat- 
ionalists. But this was not be, 
for Home Rule foundered once 
Parnell’s notorious liaison with 
Mrs. the wife one- 
time nationalist M.P., became 
public knowledge. The outcry 
was such that Parnell had go, 
and Gladstone agreed. But Par- 
nell refused step aside, and 
result his movement split two. 
The once triumphant ex- 
hausted his energies trying 
vain pick the pieces. 
drove himself sickness and, 
finally, death the age 45. 
Lyons has taken these stirring 
events and fashioned them into 
riveting study, flawless its de- 
tail, brilliant political tactic- 
ian who singlehandedly created 
superb and effective party work- 
ing the Irish interest. But his 
adulterous indiscretion des- 
troyed his life’s work and long 
delayed Irish freedom.
